Lust year thare were 
ro less than 1,146 admissions and 213 deaths 
from this disendo, an improvement on the record 
of 1906, bat 1 regret that duriag the carreat 
yoar to tho and of J unowo already lad 51vadmis- 
sions and 126 deaths, Lt iaevidendly our duty to 
fight entoric fuyerin every possible way, The 
ravages of cholera were more in the army in 
Lndia in days gone by, bat they ara now happily 
a reminiscence of the past, om, if wa ‘vonsider 
ontoric foyer ak o not less dangerans divensa, 
and pre equally energetic in stamping it out, I 
havo great hopos that, we akall sneceed in bring:

The detection of the ovigin of enteric outbroaks 
ida ynvstion of the gravest importance, but 
alko of great difienity, but some conspicuously 
successful raul have ensuol from immediats 
and careful dedagiions versistently followed up, 
Baely disgnosin is, absdidely essential for it 
unkes possible curly prophylactic measures. No 
efforts should be xpur-d to ascertain — the 
Forigin of an outbreak, for on the correct 
results of ‘an enquiry dep ind the success or 
failare of preventing a recurrence, . Com. 
manding Olficers aud the whola military machin- 
ery of a unit should be associated with this 
medical officer in dhe search for the originating 
vause, and one precaution to ba adapted to 
prevent the spread of tho disvase shon'd be com- 
municated to all concerned.

‘Lhough the dsvoted  profas- 
sional experts in Tudia and at Homo, by careful 
investigation aad practical oxperience,. will da 
away with someof the drawbacks now attending 
the process, F think the unsdicat profession ire 
notabyways fully alive to Cha though Tessnessol the 
soldiers as regards taking care of himself.

If all diseom- 
fort could be avoided in the procass of inocula. 
tion an immuno perial of six months might be 
sufficient inateud of the two years you. now 
aspire to, Thon we -might look for universal 
inoculation of all arrivals in this country. 
These are como of the points I hopo you will 
carefully coosider and tho lines on which I 
look with confidence for an itprovemunt, 
T place on the table for perusal some correspoa- 
dence on the subject which we have bad with 
the medical nuthorities at home, e 

Lastly, as regards blood examination we all 
renlise that men may, though apparently quite 
well, hare the germs of enteric in the blood, 
thus becoming uivaus of transmittieg tho 
) disease. This is offen tho cme with con- 
yalescents from enteric,, even ufter a considor- 
ablo period of isolation. Blood examination is, 
therefore, of immense value in directing where 
precantious are necessary. J will leave you, 
gentlemen, to the consideration of the details of 
this most important subjvot, aud I can assure 
you that your views and opinions will be 
received with the greatest interest, and in the 
confidant anticipation that by following the 
practical lines you may suggost wo shall tale

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THE SUGAR-BEET INDUSTRY. 

Tho importance of tho sagar-beet culture in 
Germany dons not reat wholly upon thé pro- 
duction of the beets which fornish the raw 
matorial for the production of sugar, but in no 
final measure aolao npon the production of 

EQ, quautitios of by-products that are 
-mulnty uand as food staffs: Tho profit dorived 
from feoding the waste products of the factory 
and thoso. parts of the boots loft in the field, 
aro almost as great as the profit from. the 
manufacture of sugar. The leaves and tops 
of the beots as they are garnered oro 6 very 
usoful waste product, but vory frequently thay. 
are given. to the farmers who ‘pull the beats, 
top them, and pile them up, or pit and silo 
thom intho fiold, in liou of wages, 

Of ‘still groiter importance is the residum 
pulp left: after the sugar has baen oxtracted 
from tho beets, 
cent. of the tonnage of beats 
factory and mikes a must admirable 
feod for oll kinds of stock, but it re. 
qnires considerable cara and judgment” in 
faeding it proparly. It can be atored in silos 
and kept for months for feeding purposes, mare 
generally evaporated, snd when thus dried 
becomes not only less perishable but is made 
more asefal and marketable. However, aa the 
process of avaporating pulp in faotorios specially 
built for that, purpose, with costly machinery, 
iv a vory expensive one, ried pulp bas not yet 
become vory popular, It is commoniy estimated 
that. 900 kilogeams of frash pulp , will make 
about 14) kilograms of dried nnly. It is the 
rule at Gorman suar factories to deliver a part 
of their frash pulp to tie farmers aupplying 
the buels at the ratio of about’ 40 to SO per 
cont.—jAbat is to say, if a. farmer houle one ten 
of beats to ‘the fuctory he takes homo with him 
abmt one-half. ton of pulp without. any extra 
charge. It omst he added, however, that the 
formers in euch cases are alxo shareholders in 
the factory, ‘The balance of the pulp is cithor 
fod (o the stock bulonging tw the factory or 
soli in the opsn markot, 

Tho molasses residue finally left: from boot. 
suger factories, after being thoroughly de- 
suvarise? by ona of the varions patented pro- 
ceskos, is of avory low grado and may then bo 
turned to maby uses in difforont industrial 
entorprisas, such ag the making of potash, black- 
ing, vinegar, yeast, dyestuffs, ate., but by far 
the greater part of it is uliliso lia Germany in 
thea manufacture of aleobol, and last, though not 
least, also asa stock food, Howover, this 
moatagsan ix not, fad alone, bat always with the 
almixtnrs of pulp or some othor fodder to 
counteract tho. ovil effasts that it otherwise: is 
apt to havo, especially on cattle, Very often it 
ia mixed with tart tukoa £tom the uppor strata 
of peat moors, Which in itself has no feeding 
“yalud whatever, but when so mize Ll tt is claimed 
thatit isa cheap and wholesome substitate for 
the best approved ‘foods for’ animals. Tho 
amount af molassed producad during the past 
two yaara wag 32.019 tons and 371,003 tons 
raspeotively.. Up-to-daty statistics are acurca in 
Cermany, but it is now koown that in 19034 
228.570 tons of molasses wero doaugarised,
